E nergy of its citizens and pride in their 
town are watched with care. These things 
go together. A clean, orderly city is alw ays 
filled with prideful, hard working inhabi­ 
tants. 
Building a town c an be accom plished 


only if all individuals are ready to plunge 
wholeheartedly into the work. This can 
m ea n keeping sidewalks and gutters clean, 
houses and other buildings painted and in 
good repair, m aintaining good morale, be­ 
ing ready to say good things about 
“ the 
urn nome town.” People interested in aa 
lancing their co m m u n ity should always bt 
r e a d y to take part in functions where other 
com m unities a r e represented.
